Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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3. Claims 1,12, 17, and 20 are allowed because the closest prior art, 
Wolfgang (US Patent Application 6,609,223), fails to anticipate or render obvious 
the concept of improving the probability of failure when broadcasting data in 
combination, by linearly combining the linear coefficients with metadata of 
incoming packets into a outgoing packet, then inserting into the outgoing packet 
metadata portion, linear combination coefficients of the metadata within the 
synchronized incoming packets and linear combination coefficients that identify 
the data, in combination with all other limitations in the claim (s) as defined by 
applicant. 

Wolfgang discloses that incoming source packets is encoded with wildcard 
packets (metadata), then data and metadata are linearly combined and includes 
synchronization information, but does not create a new metadata portion within 
the outgoing packet of the linearly combined coefficients metadata of the 
incoming source packets.
